For exaiiii)le, JMpan took from ua during the first nine months 
of 11)14 over 74,UU<),(K)0 pounds of eotton, the average export price 
"neing about Ilk a pound; for the ftnt nine months of 1915, ne«rly 
122,000,000 pounds, average export price 10c h pound (that was 
when cotton was low and the South wanted ua all to "buy a bale of 
') } for the firat nine months of the svmnt year, nearly S11,- 
\,000 pounds, average export price 14e a ponod. 
Now our manufacturers aro heffinning to experience a very 
keen competition from Japan in eotton gooda. Mr. Channcey P. 
Carter, who is in charge of llie Di p^irtiiH nt of Cointnerce exhil)it in 
New York (.'it y, where many samples of Japanese goods are on view, 
said to a newspajx r reporter recently: 

"These exhihits show what advances the Japanese liave 
made in the last few years. They are making and imitating 
Western clothes and selling them at prices lower than we 
can HI many instances. Recently they have manufactured 
eotton hosiery, which caused much despair in that trade, as 
hosiery dealers were deprived of an important trade." 
Iletwci ii five and'six hundred thousand operatives are eniployi d 
by the textile luetories in Japan, leas than one-sixth of whom are 
^males. They average 11 hoars a day, and their wages nm from 14c 
a, day, in the ease of female weavers, to tiJ6c a day for the males 
The spindles used are modeled after Ameriean spindles, and the 
Japanese are marvelously a<iepi nt this sort of work. In addition to 
[this, file overhead charges wiiich Japanese manufacturers have to 
)meet arc but a fraction of the charges which our manufacturers have 
to meet. 

If'we desire .lapan to Weave our cotton for us, displacing out 

.flaiiur and capital, we have bnt to con^inae the present tariff policy.

\o political capital can be made at this time hy calling atten 
tion to the miserable extent to whieh the act of August 18, 1914, is 
failing to build up our merehant marine. It is too late now for the 
voters to do anything except to impivss on (hose elected to congress 
the importance of trying to do somethiug to improve conditions. 

The report of the barean of navigation shows that eight vessels 
with an aggrcfrate gross of i:i,(i2:! tons, were admitted to American 
registry since June M of this year, in the same period 48 Ameriean 
vessels, of 76,880 gross tons, were sold to foreigners. In other words, 
instead of building up our merchant marine, the laws enacted l>,\ the 
Democratic congress have reaulted iu au actual shrinkage of (>3,- 
257 gross tons sinee the first day of July.
